WASHINGTON, April 27— A juncture between the Russian 
and Anglo-American armies at Torgau, Germany, on the Elba 
river was announced today by the White House. 
President Truman, stating the fact that “th« enemy has been 
cut in two,” warned the American people: 
“This is not the hour of final victory in Europe, but the hour 
draws near, the hour for which all the American people, all the 
British peoples and all the Soviet people have toiled and prayed 
so long.” 
According to White House Press Secretary Jonathan Dan­ 
iels, the juncture took place in force on April 26— Thursday-— 


at 2 p. rn. EW T, w hen large units of the American 69th division 
i joined w ith substantial Soviet forces.

Still farther west, the French 
First army ground steadily east­ 
ward along the lake-studded G e r-1 
man-Sulss frontier, caving in the 
western flank of the Bavarian re­ 
doubt at a rapid pace. 
At the top of the western front, I 
British Second army troops comb­ 
ed through the ruins of Bremen to 
root out and destroy a few fan­ 
atical Nazi units holed up in Bur­ 
gher park on the city’s northeast- I 
em outskirts. 
Practically all of Bremen was 
firmly controlled by the British, i 
but the surviving Nazis led by the 
port commander. Genera! Becker, 
were strongly entrenched in the 
park area behind a ring of 88- * 
millimeter guns, apparently bent 
or a suicidal stand to delay the 
opening of the port.

Not only are the movements lim­ 
ited but the patients may suffer 
from pain and spasm which in­ 
crease their inactivity. 
Various types of treatment have 
been employed to aid these par­ 
sons. 
Hist, manage, exercises, 
physical training and heat all have 
their place. 
Recently, Doctor Herman Rabat 
of Minnesota has reported some 
(food results with the use of the 
drug know n as neostigmine or pro- 
stigmine. 
For example, one of the patients, 
a woman, whom he treated had 
been confined to bed for six years 
because of rheumatoid arthritis 
and after two weeks of treatment 
wa:- able to stand up and walk. A 
man had been paralyzed on his 
right side for 17 year* and was 
able after 24 hours to touch the top 
of his head, his opposite shoulder, 
to put a cigarette in his mouth and 
to move* his hip. After a month of 
treatment, 
he could stand up 
straight with both knees straight 
and only a slight humping of his 
back. 
Of course, these w o case? do not 
mean that all patients with these 
various crippling disorders will be 
benefited, but they seem to indi­ 
cate that some benefit may be de­ 
rived in a number of instances. 
The neostigmine was given by 
injection under the skin once or 
twice a day. This drug has been 
used in the treatment of a disorder 
known as myasthenia gravis, in 
which there is great weakness of 
the muscles, and has been found 
beneficial in this condition al­ 


though not eunt've. 
The preparation has also been 
used by Doctor Rabat in the treat­ 
ment of infantile paralysis. He 
found that it relaxed the muscle 
spasm, relieved pain and increased 
the strength of the muscles, but 
here again, it cannot be hoped that 
the drug will overcome the paraly­ 
sis. which the disease produces. 
Altogether, Doctor Rabat has 
employed the preparation in 53 pa­ 
tients. home of th* *e patient- had 
muscle spa m, others weakness of 
the joints and muscular weakness. 
Some were suffering from para­ 
lysis of one side of the hotly due to 
an apoplectic stroke. Included in 
the group were five who had spas­ 
tic paralysis which was produced 
by brain injuries at birth. 
The outstanding results of the 
treatment with neostigmine were 
improvement in the range of mo­ 
tions, relief from pain, and in­ 
crease in strength and endurance. 
lf joints have been so damaged 
that they are fixed, it cannot be 
expected that the* wcoMigmine 
treatment will be of any help, and, 
if permanent paralysis has been 
produced, it cannot be expected 
that the drug will bring a cure. 
However, thexe patients who are 
crippled do suffer from aches and 
pains and such great limitation of 
activities that many are prac­ 
tically helpless. Hence, any treat­ 
ment which increases their activity 
and relieves their discomfort will 
be widely welcomed. 
Further studies with neostig­ 
mine must be carried out before 
the percentage of patients who can 
hope for improvement can be de­ 
termined. Nevertheless, the results 
would appear to be encouraging.
